GODFREY’S TANKARD. . 

A S«T»(e«ith Ce«tny Relit of At 
PUfte 1> Ltadea. 

A cartons historical relic of London 
is the largo tankard of solid sitrer pre¬ 
sented by Charles II. to 8 ir Edmund 
Berry Godfrey for his valuable service* 
during the plague and the firo of Lon¬ 
don, for which he received the honor of 
knighthood in 1666. The Ran hand, 
which irf of plain silver, has a hinged 
cover and i weighs nearly thirty-«is 
ounces. Its. front is engraved With the 
royal arms aiul the crest of tha recipi¬ 
ent, together with Inscriptions In Latin 
and engravings of scenes connected 
with the fire, which are still bn excel¬ 
lent preservation. The eugrgvlng of 
the pesthouse men carrying corpses to 
the dismal plague pit and that of the 
crowded blocks of houses surmounted 
by flames are very quaint aud curious. 
Sir Edmund, who was born In 1621 at 
Sellinge, In Kent, was a tiu*ber mer¬ 
chant, possessing wharfs at Dow gate 
city and at Charing Cross. He prosper¬ 
ed, became Justice of the peace for 
Westminster and member of parlia¬ 
ment for Wlneliilsea. In history, as no 
reader of Macaulay and Gieen will 
need to be told, his name is most fa¬ 
mous in connection with his mysterious 
murder, which was popularly attribut¬ 
ed to the zeal with which he had devot¬ 
ed himself to unraveling the alleged < 
popish plot His body was found la a 
ditch near Primrose hill, face down¬ 
ward and penetrated by his own sword, 
under circumstances which precluded 
the Idea of suicide or robbery. 

The excitement caused by this still 
mysterious event is Indicated by the 
fact that when the funeral proe w lon 
left the city, with great pomp and 
pageant, for the burial ground of fit 
Martln’s-ln-the-Pekls. it waa preceded 
by 70 clergy and followed by upward 
of 1,000 persons of diatlnctkte. 


A BLOOD RED LAKE.

SUN SCORCHED OESERT. * 


Lake Morat in Switzerland, has a 
queer habit of turning red about two 
or three times every ten years, ft is a 
pretty lake, like most of the sheets of 
water in that picturesque country, and 
Its peculiar freak Is attributed toe dis¬ 
position to celebrate the {daughter of 
t he Burgundians under Charles the 
Bold on Jane 21. 1476, but the Preach 
say that it blushes for the conduct of 
the Swiss, who In that battle gave the 
Burgundian* no quarter. 

This phenomenon, of course, has its 
legend. The old fishermen of the lake, 
who catch enormous fish called allures 
that weigh between twenty-five and 
forty kilograms, say wben they see the 
waters of the lake reddening that it is 
the blood of the Burgundians, j As a 
matter of fact, some of the bodies of 
the Burgundians killed in the battle 
were thrown into the lake; while others 
were tossed into a grave Ulled with 
quicklime. This historical recollection 
angered the Burgundian soldiers;pf the 
victorious armies of the republic in 
1796 so much that they destroyed the 
monument raised in honor of their 
compatriots who fell heroically fcn that 
battle, and Henri Martin very Justly 
reproached them for that piece of van¬ 
dalism. ' » ' - f ; ’

Not half the plants of Death valley 
are known to scientists; most of those 
that are known are little more >i)«n 
names and will never be more until 
the prying arm of the railroad shall 
have laid bare some of the secrets of 
this vale of Hin*m. 

Most beautiful and most plenty on 
the desert are the cacti, and the rapid¬ 
ity with which their dry and apparent¬ 
ly withered stalks put out blossoms 
under the touch of the rains is wonder- 
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The largest and showiest blossom of 
them all grows on a short, stock stem 
which during the summer does not 
eeezn to have life enough to produce' 
the magnificent waxy flowers, which 
are often as much as five inches across . 1 
^ A cactus much larger than this—the, 
barrel cactus—has a very small and in-* 
significant bloom, while the tiniest of 
all, a low, creeping, round stemmed, 
jdnted growth, has an immense pink 
flower, beautiful as any orchid and 
rivaling the fairest rose of Persia in its 
odor. 

Unfortunately the names of these 
rare species are not well known, and 
the commoner varieties, which are also 
found on the coast slope, bear no such 
gorgeous array of blossoms. 014 
friends greet the traveler on the rim 
of Death valley^, too. There is the 
dboUa (pronounced cboyah), which, 
while large and many branched, pro¬ 
duces few or no flowers, reproducing 
itself-by “•ripping,” as our grand¬ 
mothers were wont to say of their 
choice geraniums. Wherever on un¬ 
usually long branch falls to the ground 
it seems almost to work its way into 
the earth, so soon do the shifting sands 
cover it Then a process of rqptlog 
takes place, sa that soon an entirety 
separate plant comes up a few feet 
from the parent Bo It Is that great 
beds of cacti are formed throughout 
the desert 

One noticeable thing about all the 
plants In and around Death valley Is 
that they grow low to tlie ground, for 
no living thing can stand against the 
simooms that sweep this level floor for 
200 miles on over into the Nevada des¬ 
ert These low growers protect them¬ 
selves from the drifting sand in a won¬ 
derfully ingenious manner. When the 
plant first break* from the ground ft 
comes up not in one stem, a* do the 
taller cacti, but in many tiny, branch¬ 
ing stalks, so that what eolld earth and 
rocks there are among the sand clouds 
fall between these stalks and form a 
sort of openwork barricade. A ga i nst 
this the sand drifts, but does net 
choke out the life of the plant *pje 
~ winds of the desert always blow from 
ttte same direction, so that the barri¬ 
cade Is always available, whether it 
be a raln v wind or sand storm, that is 
blowing. *' : 

Another beautiful bloomer of this Car 
desert raises a foot long abaft four 
pointed and like no other flower stalk 
in the world. On It are clustered 
great waxen blooms two or three 
inches across, perfumed' with all die 
sweet scents < of Cyprus and the Ind 
and ranging from palest golden white 
to deepest purple.

The teeth are really appeodages of 
the skin, and not of the skeleton, as 
people generally believe.

The use of soft foods decreases the 
size of the teeth, and they will ulti¬ 
mately disappear, unless we make 
more use of them. 

As there does not seem to be any 
likelihood of a change in our habits, 
we must expect to lose pete In course 
of time. Then the Jaw will assume 
prqbably another shape. Further, the 
gains might disappear, for there can 
bC po use for them after the disappear¬ 
ance of the teeth. ^ j 

The loss of the tteeth makes the lips 
fall in, and brings us near to the punch 
form of face! We find It impossible to 
pronounce sounds, such as t, d, sh, ch. 
The change of face, so to aay, wHl cer¬ 
tainly lead to a modification of the 
tongue, and this In turn to the inability 
to pronounce other sounds,
